CENTENARY ANNIVERSARY OF BAL- 
TIMORE, 

On the eighth day of August, 1729, the original 
law for laying out a village, which was the founda- 
tion of the present city of Baltimore, was passed by 
the Assembly of this State. As it may be unknown 
to many of our readers, we give it to them from the 
original edition of the laws of the State: 

“ Ata Session of Assembly, begun and held at 
the City of Annapolis, in the County of Anne Arun- 
die, for the province of Maryland, on the 10th day 
of July, in the fifteenth year of the dominion of the 
right honourable CHARLES, absolute Lord and 
Proprietary of the Province of Maryland, and Ava- 
lon, Lord Baron of Baltimore, &c. and ended the 
8th of August, Anno Domini 1729, were enacted 
the following laws: 


Benedict Leonard Calvert, Esq., Governor. 
CHAP XII. 


“ Anact for erecting a town on the north side of 
Patafisco, in Baltimore County, and for laying out 
in lots sixty acres of land, inand about the filace 
where one John Flemming now lives.” 


The details of the act contain the usual provisions 
for laying out a town, which the sixth section pro- 
vides shall be called “ Baltimore Town.” 

Such was the origin of this city: its history and 
progress have perhaps been more remarkable than 
any other city in the United States. Up to the 
year 1752, it continued to be a small village, with 
a population of not more than 350 souls—now it is 
the third city in the Union in point of population, 
and we will repeat, what we said some years ago, 
upon the occasion of commencing one of our great 
public works, that Baltimore will be the great cen- 
tral City of the Union. 

We are gratified to be able to announce that the 
preparatory surveys for the Baltimore and Susque- 
hanna Rail Road, under the active superintendence 
of the President, are in full progress, and that the 
work will be actually commenced, and the first 
stone laid on the EIGHTH DAY OF AUGUST NEXT, 
THE GRAND CENTENARY ANNIVERSA- 
RY OF BALTIMORE—a day which, we trust, 
will forever be held sacred in the annals of our city, 
and celebrated in a spirit becoming the character 
of its people. 

Having announced the intended commencement 
of this important work, it may not be amiss to take 
a retrospective view of the rise and progress of our 
city to its present greatness. It is not yet quite a 
century, since a farm of 60 acres was designated as 
the site of our town, by a statute of the proprietary 
government—whereon, in the language of the law, 
a certain John Flemming resided. At the period 
of the Revolution it had not emerged from the cha- 
racter ofa village, and though its citizens were then 
distinguished for their love of country and ardent 
devotion to the cause for which Congress had pledg- 
ed “their lives, their fortunes, and their sacred ho- 
nour,” the heavy business of commerce in Mary- 
land, had, up to that time, been done at places 
which are known now scarcely by any other memo- 
rial than that furnished by tradition. In 1790, a pe- 
riod of 61 years from the commencement, Balti- 
more contained but 13,503 inhabitants: in 1800, 
she had nearly doubled that number, having 26,514 
—in 1810, we numbered 35,588, and in 1820, the 











ed to 62,738. At the present time, we think it a 
moderate calculation to suppose that we have a po- 
pulation of 80,000 souls.—If we are correct in this 
assumption of data, and we believe we are, Balti- 
more presents the astonishing result of having more 
than trebled its entire population in less than thirty 
years.
